Situation 

(Slide 1) Case vehicle (A) was traveling north up a slope at a driver-estimated speed of 65 
kph (40 mph) in the northbound through lane of a (sUde 2) 3-lane asphalt road in a urban 
residential area. It was daylight, the sky was clear, and the road surface was dry and in good 
condition. Vehicle (B) was traveling south in the left-tum lane of the same road. Vehicle (B) made 
a left turn and went into the path of case vehicle (A). Case vehicle (A) was unable to stop in time 
and struck vehicle (B) in the left side with its front. Vehicle (B) was not available for inspection. 

(Slide 3) The body shop had removed and thrown away most of the damaged exterior parts 
of case vehicle (A), so no c-values were measured. 
Exterior Damage 

(Slide 4) Damage to case vehicle (A) was moderate. (Slide 5) The force of the crash 
pushed the engine rearward, and the air cleaner/fuel injector was damaged due to contact with the 
firewall. (Slide 6) The radiator, upper radiator support, and (sUde 7) engine compartment side rails 
were damaged and had been removed. (SUde 8) The hood was damaged. It is unknown if the rear 
edge of the hood was elevated, but it did not contact the undamaged windshield. (Slides 9 and 10) 
The front axle was damaged and the front wheels were out of alignment. (Slide 1 1) The left-front 
fender was damaged, but the wheelbase was increased 3 cm. (Slide 12) The right-front fender and 
right-front wheel were damaged, (slide 13) and the wheelbase was decreased 3 cm. 

Interior Damage 

(SUde 14) This vehicle was equipped with steering-wheel and (slide 15) passenger frontal- 
impact airbags, which deployed. (Slides 16 and 17) There was no damage to the steering-wheel 
rim or (slides 18 and 19) spokes. (Slide 20) The steering column appeared to be rotated upward 
and to the left. There were no intrusions. (Slide 21) The lower instmment panel (knee bolster) 



was contacted and damaged by driver right leg contact. (Slide 22) The driver's plastic shoulder 
belt anchor cover was damaged. (Slide 23) The glove box area was not damaged. (Slide 24) The 
left-front door interior was not damaged. (Slides 25, 26, 27, 28, 29, 30, 31, 32, 33 and 34) There 
was no other observable interior damage. 
Occupant Injuries and Kinematics 

(Slide 35) The 6-ft, 0-in, 26-year-old male driver was wearing the 3-point belt and the 
frontal-impact airbag deployed. The driver reportedly had his hands at the 3 and 9 o'clock 
positions on the steering wheel, his right foot on the brake, his left foot was on the floor, and 
(slide 36) the adjustable shoulder belt anchor was in the full-up position. (SUde 37) There was a 
deep groove in the drivers' 3-point belt webbing indicating use at the time of the crash. On impact, 
he continued forward and (slide 38) his right knee contacted the lower instrument panel (knee 
bolster), resulting in a fracture to his right patella. He sustained a contusion and an abrasion to his 
palmar right wrist, probably due to contact by the deploying airbag, or possibly due to contact with 
the steering-wheel rim. 

(Slide 39) The 5-ft, 6-in, 24-year-old female right-front passenger was wearing the 3-point 
belt and the frontal-impact airbag deployed. (Shde 40) The adjustable shoulder belt anchor was in 
the full up position. (Slide 41) She reportedly was drinking out of a plastic soda bottle at the time 
of the crash. The deploying airbag contacted the botde, which contacted her lower lip, resulting in 
a laceration. (Slide 42) On impact, her right leg moved forward and contacted the glove box area, 
resulting in a contusion to her shin. 

(Slide 43) The 5-month-old female right-rear passenger was restrained by the child seat 
hamess in a rearward-facing child seat that was belted into the vehicle by the 3-point belt. She did 
not sustain an injury. 

(Slides 44, 45 and 46) The attached tables summarize the injuries sustained by the driver, 
right-front occupant, and right-rear occupant.
